Hennings Says Work on 
$457,000 Building 
Will Begin in 3 to 6

WASHINGTON, July 13—St. 
Louis has been selected as the 
site for a new armory for train- 
ing of Army reserves to be con- 
structed at a cost of $457,000, 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
St. Louis Democrat, said today. 

Hennings said he had been 
notified by the Defense Depart- 
ment that the Corps of Engi- 
neers would select the site and 
acquire land for the armory and 
that construction would start 
within three to six months after 
the acquisition. There was no 
indication of where the armory 
would be situated. 

The St. Louis project, Hen- 
nings said, is part of a defense 
program involving 27 new re- 
serve training centers to be es- 
tablished in 16 states at a total 
cost of $4,447,000. 

The St. Louis armory will pro- 
vide training facilities for 1000 
ae along with a motor vehicle

Joint Group Says Ae Power 


Can Top Red Numerical Strength 


But It Warns Against ‘Outmoded’ Law — 
Congressmen Split on Ways to 
Modernize Act. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (UP) 
—The House-Senate Atomic En- 
ergy Committee declared today 
that this nation’s “preponder- 
ance” of atomic weapons can 


offset the superior numerical 
strength of the Communists and 
doom Red military aggression. 
But it warned that the present 
“outmoded” atomic law can deny 
the nation “the true promise of 
atomic energy” for war as well 
as for peace. 

In a formal report, the com- 
mittee recommended an “across- 
the-board modernization” of the 
1946 Atomic Energy Act. It 
urged passage of its bill to free 
more atomic information to stim- 
ulate free world progress, to 
promote development of an 
atomic power industry and to 
lay the groundwork for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s atomic pool 
plan. 

Members split sharply, how- 
ever, on details of the revision 
plan. Chairman W. Sterling Cole 
(Rep.) New York contended, in 
one of three supplemental state- 
ments, that the bill’s require- 
ment for compulsory licensing 
of atomic patents aims at 
“Socialism run rampant.” 

The committee report was 


pared to begin debate on the 
measure later today. The bill 
incorporates most of the atomic 
program proposed by President 
Eisenhower and Administration 
leaders have predicted its pas- 
sage. 

“America’s preponderance in 
atomic weapons can offset the 
numerical superiority of the 
Communist forces,” the report 
said, “and serve emphatic no- 
tice on Soviet dictators that any 
attempt to occupy free Europe, 
or push further into anywhere | 
into the free world, would be 
fordoomed to failure.” 

But the committee said com- 
mon defense suffers when the 
atomic law denies information 
necessary for “realistic plan- 
ning” to our defense partners. 

It noted that security con- 
flicts have been resolved on the 
side of “caution” and said it 
believes “gains to our own se- 
curity will more than offset the 
risks taken when any classified 
military information, irrespective 
of its sensitivity or quantity,

FUNDS ACQUIRED 
BY CRIME RULED 
SUBJECT TO TAX 


Funds acquired by criminal 
means are subject to income tax, 
the United States Court of Ap- 
peals ruled yesterday in con- 
firming the conviction of Arthur 
H. Marienfeld, president of the 
Mar Meat „ who was sen- 
tenced to 15 months imprison- 
ment and fined $5000 last year 
for income tax evasion.

No embezzier, thief, burglar or 
any other criminal should be 
permitted to go tax free, or be 
immune from prosecution for 
evasion, upon a moral or legal 
basis that the money he ac- 
quired was not technically his 
own, but his victims’.”

Preisler, recently admitted to 
the practice of law, is a member 
of the faculty of Washington 
University, St. Louis. 

Since he was unopposed as a 
nonpartisan candidate for the 
nomination, the court held it 
would be unnecessary to print 
primary election ballots bearing 
his name in the second district 
in the Aug. 3 primary election. 
The writ directed that his name 
be placed on the ballot of the 
Nov. 2 general election.

Interior Dept. Officer 
Assured of Position 
Before Tin Concern 
Borrowed $3,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (UP) 

_ = Congressional investigators 
disclosed today that an Interior 
Department official had an ad- 
vance guarantee of a job with 
an Alaskan tin mine company 
which subsequently received 


$3,000,000 in Government loans. 

A General Services Adminis- 
tration auditor told the joint 
congressional committee on de- 
fense production the directors 
of the United States Tin Corp. 
agreed in December 1950 to em- 
ploy Kenneth J. Kadow, start- 
ing the next April. 

Kadow at the time was a top 
official in the Alaskan branch 
of the Interior Department. He 
did not resign from his Interior 
Department job until mid-March, 
when he became first consultant 
and then president of the tin 
company. 

Forced to Resign. 

Interior Department officials 
have testified that Kadow tried 
to use the “influence” of his 
Government job to help get Gov- 
ernment loans for the thus far 
unproductive tin mine, in north- 
ern Alaska. It has also been 
disclosed that the GSA finally 
forced Kadow to resign as presi- 
dent of the tin company because 
of reports of “poor manage- 
ment.” 

Clifferd Smith, auditor in the 
GSA’s San. Francisco office, 
quoting from the minutes of a 
board of directors meeting on 
Dec. 18, 1950, disclosed the 
existence of the employment 
contract for Kadow while he was 
still an Interior Department of- 
ficial. 

Smith also revealed that Ka- 
dow later .received 8500 shares 
of stock from the company in 
return for his part in conclud- 
ing the contract with the Gov- 
ernment. 

Shares te Banker. 

Also receiving 7500 shares of 
stock for “services rendered,” 
Smith -related, was Henry 
Schaefer, vice president of the 
Seattle Trust & Savings Bank, 
which made the initial govern- 
ment-guaranteed $375,000 loan 
to the tin company. 

Representative Ralph A. Gam- 
ble (Rep.), New York, vice chair- 
man of the committee, ex- 
claimed, at one point, “It is 
time the Government foreclosed 
on this project and stopped al! 
this foolishness.” It has been 
a “hopeless effort, he said, and 
yet company officials are back 
in Washington asking for 8403, 
000 more in Government loans. 

Committee Counsel Harold 
Warren advised Gamble that it 
would be perfectly possible for 
the Government to foreclose on 
the project, but there was 
“some question“ whether the 
company has “clear title” to the 
mining property, on the Seward 
peninsula.

HERE is an old cliche, too frequently true, that the war 

armies prepare for is always the last war. This is not true 

of the United States Army today. It is organizing, planning 
and sweating to shape itself to fight on the atomic battlefield. 


A big question intrudes right 
at the start. The Defense De- 
—4 rong has been instructed to 

its planning on the use of 
atomic weapons, But the plan- 
ners are by. no means sure that 
when the balloon goes up they 
will be allowed to use them. 

They may be outlawed at 
some time in the future. Or, the 
political decision that must be 
made by whoever is President 
at that time may be against 
using them, either from fear of 
réetaliation against the United 
States in kind, or for other 
reasons such as prevented the 
use of atomic weapons in Korea. 


A simple example will show 
how perplexing and how im- 
portant this problem is. The 
Army decides, suppose, to de- 
pend primarily for artillery fire 
on its atomic cannon and atomic 
guided rockets. This will greatly 
reduce the amount of conven- 
tional artillery in its organiza- 
tion, as well as ammunition sup- 
plies, 

Problems in Planning. 


But if a later decision is made 
not to use atomic weapons, the 
troops would be disastrously 
undersupported. It is all very 
well to say that the Army has 
its directive and should not 
worry about changes. Neverthe- 
less it must, 


Years of study have been 
given to the nature of the atomic 
battlefield and how to use new 
weapons on it. Only recently, 
however, has enough fissionable 
material become available to in- 
sure that atomic weapons could 
be widely, instead of sparingly, 
used, And here another problem 
intrudes. Will it be a long or a 
short war? Will the combatants 
exhaust their supply of fission- 
able material? Suppose we de- 
pend upon winning a short war 
by using atomic and hydrogen 
weapons in profusion and use

This would mean the end of 
artillery support as it has been 
used in the past. It does not 
have the range to fire in sup~ 
port of such a deep tone. At 
the same time, however, the 
long-range Corporal guided 
rocket, the Air Force’s Matador 
pilotiess bomber, the Honest 
John rocket and the long-range 
atomic cannon, are able from va- 
rying distances to the rear te 
furnish artillery support. 

Is even such dispersion ad- 
equate? In a famous remark, 
former chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Omar N. Brad- 
ley, stated that if we did not 
have ground forces in Europe 
and depended only upon atomic.

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Life on $25 a Week 

Not long ago Congresswoman Leonor Sullivan 
of St. Louis was asking, “How can a family live 
on $25 a week?” 

That is a good question, of course. Right now 
it is a question for the United States Senate. 
For the House did not answer it in approving an 
Administration bill expanding unemployment in- 
surance coverage to four million more workers. 

As Thomas L. Stokes observes in his column 
opposite this page, President Eisenhower recom- 
mended better jobless insurance last January. 
In his ecohomie report, the President asked 
Congress to expand the coverage. Then he asked 
the states to adopt a uniform maximum period 
for benefits of 26 weeks, and to make payments 
at least half of a worker’s customary wage. 

The House passed the bill to extend coverage 
a few days ago. But the states generally have 
done nothing about their part of the President’s 
request. Consequently unemployment benefits 
are averaging less than $25 a week for anywhere 
from 16 to 26 weeks, And a half-million workers

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Mass Punishment 

It has taken the Army 17 days to investigate 
allegations that an officer and a sergeant pun- 
ished 225 enlisted trainees by requiring them 
to stand at attention for nearly an hour in 90- 
degree heat at Fort Dix, N.J., last June 21.

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The Filled-Milk Bear 


Competing milk processors who are trying to 
put a Missouri filled-milk concern out of busi- 
ness appear to have worked themselves into the 
unfortunate position of having got a bear by 
the tail. 

Filled milk is whole milk with the butterfat 
removed and vegetable oils and vitamins added. 
It is marketed in fluid form and as the base of 
frozen desserts. 

Efforts were made in the Missouri Legislature 
last year to outlaw filled- milk products. In an- 
other attack on this competitor, the Milnot Co., 
a suit is pending in Boone County Circuit Court, 
at Columbia. It was brought by the Pet, Borden 
and Carnation milk companies and the Produc- 
ers’ Creamery of Springfield. 

Now Pet, Borden and Carnation are seeking 
to withdraw, complaining that the suit has be- 
come too expensive. The defendant, Milnot, is 
trying to keep these three plaintiffs from with- 
drawing. It says their withdrawal would preju- 
dice its position, and declares it can prove the 
suit was brought only to “eliminate a competi- 
tor.” 

Filled milk is a wholesome product which 
supplies a legitimate demand. As long as it is 

represented to be exactly what it is—as long as 
it is plainly and truthfully labeled—there is no 
reasonable case against it. 

Milk and ice cream companies are conducting 
the same kind of unfair fight against filled-milk 
products that the dairy industry conducted earli- 
er against margarine. And like that earlier con- 
troversy, the attack on filled-milk products is an 


attempt to deny consumers access to a product — 


which they have given ample evidence they want 
to buy. 

The filled-milk industry should be given the 
opportunity to operate in Missouri, and else- 
where, free from harassments in the legislature 
and the courts. | ° :

The Truman Administration, on the 
other hand, stopped Communism in 
Greece and Turkey, blocked it in Eu- 
rope with the Marshall plan and NATO, 
fostered the great free world alliance, 
blocked the Reds in underdeveloped 
areas with economic assistance and 
Point IV and led in stopping outright 
Red aggression in Korea. 

It is heard that the Nixon speeches 
reflect desperation of the top Republi- 
cans about the coming elections and the 
feeling that attacks on Truman-Ache- 
son foreign policies helped win in 1952 
and could help again in 1954.

CITY TOASKU.S. AD 
FOR HEALTH CENTERS 


Will Ask for $2,000,000 
From Government for Two 
New Installations. 


Approximately $2,000,000 in 
matching federal funds will be 
sought under the Hill-Burton Act 
for construction of two proposed 
new health centers for St. Louis, 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, said today. 

His announcement f ‘owed 
signature by President den- 
hower yesterday of an extension 
of the law, authorizing $60,000,- 
000 annually for three years to 
match state and local money for 
construction of hospitals, treat- 
ment centers and other facilities. 
Dr. Smith said the two struc- 
tures planned here include a 
combination administration 
building and health center cost- 
ing about $3,500,000 and a health 
center costing $500,000. The 
city’s share would be sought in 
the $100,000,000 city bond is- 
sue now under consideration. 

The new health centers, Dr. 
Smith said, would be similar to 
the two opened in 1950 at 1528 
North Kingshighway and at 
Thirteenth street and Wyoming 
avenue. Those were made possi- 
ble by a $500,000 gift from David 
P. Wohl, augmented by Hill- 
Burton funds. 

St. Louis also has health cen- 
ters at Laclede and Leffingwell 
avenues, at Fifteenth street and 
Cass avenues and at South 
Grand boulevard and Park ave- 
nue. Dr. Smith said the first two 
are not properly housed and 
would be discontinued if the two 
proposed new centers were built. 

At Jefferson City, James R. 
Amos, director of the State Di- 
vision of Public Health, said Mis- 
souri could expect to get an ad- 
ditional $1,400,000 a year in fed- 
eral funds for hospital facilities 
under the Hill-Burton Act ex- 
tension.

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Collinsville's Energetic Women's Group

N a week or two a large group 
12 husbands in Collinsville, 

III., will be eating steak, rest- 
ing their dishpan hands, and 
getting reacquainted with their 
wives. The annual carnival given 
by the Collinsville Junior Serv- 
ice Club, a group of 118 super- 
charged young women, will be 
over and the menfolk of their 
families who do double domestic 
duty each year at this time, will 
be feted at the post-carnival 
husband-and-date steak supper. 
Collinsville’s dental clinic for 
needy children will be enriched 
by several thousand dollars and 
a new project, a hospital build- 
ing fund, will be under way. 

An energetic organization 
whose achievements would do 
credit to a city many times the 
size of Collinsville, the Junior 
Service ‘Club is made up mostly 
of housewives with small chil- 
dren, but they managed to give 
10,000 hours to civic work last 
year. In addition, they sponsor 
a teen-age club, a music camp 
scholarship, furnish shoes for 
nearby Maryville Orphanage, 
help the Salvation Army, Red 
Cross and Scouts, and number 
among their members a singing 
chorus which takes part in a 
March of Dimes talent show and 
— istmas carols to shut- 
ns. 

Whenever the occasion de- 
mands they help out—furnishing 
cortisone to an arthritic patient, 
sending food orders to emer- 
gency-hit families, working 
round the clock when a flood 
hit a nearby town. 

“We're a club of active mem- 
bers,” says Mrs. William Kraft, 
its pretty blonde president. “I’ve 
never called on a member to 

do something and had her refuse. 
And nothing is too big for us 
to tackle.” 

“Besides all this,” adds Mrs. 
J. W. Christy, sometimes we 
keep house, too.“ 

Housekeeping takes last place, 
however, each July when the 
time for their biggest benefit, 
the carnival, approaches. This 
year it will be held this Friday 
and Saturday, and wherever 
Junior Service Club members 
get together, the conversation is 
dominated by remarks such as 
these: 

“Seventeen phone calls this 
morning alone 

“I spent the morning making 
doll clothes — you should see 
my house.“ 

“All day yesterday I worked 
on costumes for our float.” 

I'm still trying to find some- 
thing for my youngsters to wear 
in the parade.” 

“We start working in March,” 
says Mrs. Christy, who, with 
Mrs. Richard Grieve, is co-chair- 
man of this year’s carnival: “The 
entire club works on commit- 
tees in charge of various booths 
——bakery, barbecue, dart games, 
dolls, fishpond, etc..—and the 
last minute preparations are 
frantic, Besides this, each mem- 
ber must bring a pie and a cake, 
cole slaw or potato salad, and

items that children can buy.”

OT only the women but en- 
Niire families work on the car- 

nival, husbands setting up 
booths, teen-agers dressing dolls, 
small children handing out candy 
to advertise the carnival. They 
feel that the use to which profits 
are put—last year’s were $3000— 
is a good cause. Last year the 
dental clinic examined the teeth 
of 2750 school children, took care 
of the bill for 86. Dental work 
is the club’s big project though 
it also assisted the medical clinic 
in. examining children in grades 
one, five, and nine. 

“After our dental examina- 
tions,” explains Mrs. rieve, 
“we send cards home, telling 
parents if their children need 
dental care. Parents sign and 
check whether or not they need 
dental assistance. We investi- 
gate confidentially, screen them 
and take care of all the children 
who aren’t able to pay. We make 
the appointments and see that 
the children get there.”

N a short time, the club had 

gained a reputation for work 

and achievement. Along with 
the carnival, they put on an 
annual fashion show, also for 
the clinic’s benefit, a jacks tour- 
nament for grade school girls, 
about 1500 of whom compete 
for $200 worth of prizes, and 
some social events of their own. 
These include two dances a year, 
a Dutch Treat party at the Muny 
Opera (to see “Oklahoma!” this 
year), the steak dinner for hus- 
bands, and a party for new 
members in February. 


New members are on a pro- 
visional basis from February to 
May, and all members are “jun- 
jor” in that they are under age 
40; after that time they're sus- 
taining members. Members 
must work a total of 50 hours 
in a variety of ways that in- 
cludes everything from carnival 
to teachifig Sunday School, but 
most of them work much more. 
Whether it means helping with 
the blood bank at Scott Field 
or selling cake mix in grocery 
stores, as they did last year to 
add to their funds, they're all 
volunteers. 

They feel their biggest project 
is ahead of them. 

“We've decided that Collins- 
ville needs a hospital,” says 
President Kraft, “and after con- 
siderable discussion we finally 
went on record at our last meet- 
ing in favor of putting excess 
funds, not needed by the dental 
project, into a hospital building 
fund.

Again South ruffed, and he 
was now called upon to make 
a crucial decision. Since West 
presumably had the ace of 
clubs, South could win nine 
tricks and fulfill his contract 
if the two outstanding trumps 
could be dropped together, in 
one lead. But if East had the 
queen and jack of trumps; a 
trump lead by South would 
be costly — East would draw 
South’s last trump and cash his 
remaining hearts. 


Figuring that the chance of 
making the doubled contract, 
for game and rubber, was worth 
the risk, South led the trump 
—and went down 1100 points. 


South's arithmetic was not to 
be commended. Even in the ab- 
sence of a double, the chance 
that the adverse spades were 
8-3 was only about 334 per 
cent, and, of course, East's 
double drastically reduced this 
chance. Thus, the possibility of 
making the contract was far too 
slim against the odds-on chance 
that South would be slaughtered, 
and so the lead of the third 
trump was not to be considered. 
South should have played dia- 
monds — well content to go 
down one trick, 200 points.
